Hungarian Wooden Medals 


The Hungarian Mint used its coinage press to strike hundreds of wooden medals. The 
medals are struck in wild pear wood on an unspecified Grabener press using 200 tons of 
force, striking them at least two times. The obverse, designed by Tamas E. Soltra, depicts 
a tree, the trunk of which forms a 1 “Fabatka” symbolic denomination. The 1 Fabatka 
symbolic denomination is a reference to ancient 

small change used in the 16th century in Silezia 

and called “batka." The reverse shows the logo of 

the Hungarian Mint. “Several hundred” of each 

type were made, with the intention that they be 

used as small gifts. Each measures 42.5 millime- 

ters in diameter. 








Donkey Buck 


Early in 1960, through the organizing abilities of W.A.N. (Bill) Macdonald, of the Southeastern New Brunswick Tourist 
Bureau, with representatives of the three Moncton Curling Clubs, plans for an early fall bonspiel were discussed. 
Arrangements were finalized in September with the Curling Clubs agreeing to cover any deficits. All curling clubs in the East 
were contacted. Forty rinks were accepted for the 1960 event, nineteen of which were from outside the Moncton area. The 
deficit of that first bonspiel was $700. The entry fee was fifty dollars per rink. Nine trophies with prizes awarded. Residents 
of the city (referred to as Monctonians), decided to name the event the “MONCTONIAN BONSPIEL”. The entries increased 
to 60 rinks in 1961, with 41 outside teams. It was decided that the maximum number of rinks that could be handled on 
the 15 sheets of ice available in the city would be 72. Another major decision was that the local clubs would be limited to 2 
entries each. On the occasion of the 20th anniversary, entries were again increased, this time to 80 teams. In order to 
entice entries to arrive on time, Monctonians barbeque a young steer weighing between 350 and 400 pounds, and call this 
event “Donkey-Bar-B-Que.” In 1962 the Donkey Club was formed. This was made up of a select group of Participants and 
Committee personnel. It was the practice to have this group meet, following the Donkey-Bar-B-Que, at some pre-scheduled 
place. The purpose of the meeting was to induct new members, followed by a fitting initiation, that included the live donkey 
symbol.

organizers made up 100 “Good for $1” woods (referring to them as One Donkey Buck) which were given to participants 
along with other event material at the time of registration. These woods (#3350-059) had been cut out of layered (thin) 
plywood, and later stamped and varnished for exchange by participants at events and for goods (including spirits) at the 3 
local curling clubs. The woods are relatively hard to find these days, if not outright ‘rare.’ Other paraphernalia from the 
event included a crest with the participant’s name on it, and a plaque commemorating the event.

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AL BLIMAN’S VISIT TO TIM’S PLACE

The 1993 CNA Convention was held in Moncton, New Brunswick. It was attended by 
many CAWMC members, since our annual meeting was held in conjunction with the 
Convention. 


During the Convention, the late Al Bliman asked me if we could drive 144 km along 
Highway 11 from Moncton to Chatham, N.B., He wished to go to Tim's Place so he could 
see if they had any more of the 12 different wooden nickels they issued in 1986. They 
are identified in Norm Belsten's catalogue as #3200-01A to #3200-11, one of which is 
illustrated here. 


When we arrived in the parking lot, he suggested | wait in the car and he would go 
inside to see if he could pick up any for us. 


When he returned about 10 minutes later, he expressed his disappointment in a very 
indirect way, even when | pressed him for a specific answer as to whether or not he 
obtained some. 


| don't know if he was successful or not and if he was, how many woods he obtained. 
But | do know one thing for sure. If he did receive any, he would never trade them in for 
a piece of apple pie, clam chowder or cotton candy.

The Washington State Golden Jubilee was 1939. The Hoquiam Jubilee Association, Inc. issued these Paul Bunyan’s Two Bits 
(77mm / 3 inch—Spruce) to be redeemed in Hoquiam (Washington) before August 15, 1939. They were issued for use 
during the Paul Bunyan Festival held August 6-12, 1939, with the extra 3 days to allow folks to use them. Many were kept as 
souvenirs and never redeemed. This picture is of the main part of the City of Hoquiam in 1930s.
